BRITISH PREFERENCE 


‘This Queation in Ite F Relation to Pre- 
aeat Conditions of the Wool Industry 


A atudy of theo woollen industry in 
Canada is interesting at the present 
time in view of the agitation to in- 
erease the British Preference. In 1901, 
British manufacturers were given a 
preferential tariff rate equivalent to 
98 1-8 per cent. During that year the 
vatue of woollens {mported into Can- 
ada from the United Kingdom amount- 
o4 to $5,889,801. Under the stimulus 
of this low preferential rate tmporfta- 
tons rapidly increased; and although 
ia 1906, the Preferential rate was 
@hanged to 30 percent. ad valorem, 
the: importation of British goods in- 
creased. “to rapidly that,.in 1911, it 
emounted to $12,682,257. 

What happened to the woollen in- 
@estry in Canada during this decade? 


Im 1901, the capital invested was 
920,587,908; in 1911, it. wae only 
00,289,306. 


Tats simply means that the British 
preferential tariff in woollens benefit- 
te@ British nianufacturers at the ex- 
pense of Canadian manufac‘urers. 

Five factors contribute to the differ 
emes in the cost of production fn the 
Uasted Kingdom and in Canada. First, 
the cost of building and equipping a 
‘Plant is much greater in Canada than 


(@ekerial is in the United Kingdom. 
Tm 1911, of the 7,196,486 pounds of raw 
weel imported into Canadas, 8,962,732 
peends came from Britain. The fifth 
en@ most important factor is labor. 
We do not want to keep skilled work- 
smem out of Canada, or drive out those 
alveady here by decreasing their 
wages to the level of British wages. 

If capital invested in the woollen 
in@wstry decreased by $2,048,503 dur- 
tag the last census decade, what de- 
@rease may we expect during the next 
@ecade if the British preference on 
Woollens is not reduced, and what 
would happen to our woollen industry 
$2 the preference were increased 

Im dealing with the British preferen- 
tal tariff, not only in the woollen in- 
@uatry but in all Canadian industries, |. 
it is only reasonable ‘that we should 
@afeguard the workmen and the busi- 
mess of our own citizens first. 

In view of the efforts that are being 
made by the Department of Agricul- 
@are of the Dominion and of the 
varfous provinces to encourage the 
vaising of sheep, the foregoing state- 
wsents about the effect of the British 
preference are not without interest to 
the Western farmer and prospective 
weol grower.
